In 1825, he delivered an address at Concord, full 
of deserved praise of the martyrs who fell in the 
American revolution. In speaking of them, he 
said : 

“Should the foot of a tyrant or of a slave ap- 
proach these venerated spots, the noble hearts 
that bled at Lexington and Concord, ‘all dust as 


they are,’ would beat beneath the sod with indig- 


nation.

Robert Ward, the partner of his brother in the 
crime, swears that Butler struck ‘‘ Mutt” and 
pushed him backward, which the pupils present 
deny, though they say Mr. B. iataell his hand, and 
one of them that he gave Ward a push toward the 
dvor. Instantly Ward drew his pistol, pressed its 
muzzle against Butler’s breast end fred. Butler 
exclaimed, “My poor wife and child,’’ and_ fell. 
Hlis pupils sacl to his aid, and Robert Ward 
drew his bowie-knife and brandishing it ordered 
them to stand off, and then the Wards left the 
room, leaving their murdered victim weltering in 
his blood. He was carried to his home and his 
agonized wife, and died that night. 

Was there ever a clearer case of murder than 
these fuets disclose? Is there room fora shade of 
doubt in any sane mind as to the commission or the 
character of the crime? And yet, with these facts 
proved beyond all question, a Kentucky jury, sol- 
emnly sworn to render a truc verdict, declare that 
homicide is no murder. 

But this perjured verdict is but a part of a sys- 
tematic course of measures to override justice. 
Butler was a Northern school-master. His mur- 
derers were members of one of the wealthiest 
and proudest families of the Kentucky aristocracy, 
and their fellow aristocrats joined with them to 
save the class from the shame of having two of 
their number doomed to the gallows. The acquit- 
tal of the murderers must be secured at any cost. 
Every means that money, station, power and influ- 


ence could command, was employed to create pub-, 


lic sympathy for the young Wards and excite 
prejudice against the murdered man. The press 
was muzzled. The trial was removed from Louis- 
ville, where the parties were known, and where an 
intelligent and independent jury might be drawn, 
to a distant county, where juries and judges could 
be more easily controlled.

We may hence 
infer that this is the best and most proper specific 
for cleansing the teeth.

It may also be proper to add, that none but the 
purest white soap, free from all discoloration, 
should be used.— American Annals of Science.
